Every time Abramson asks Amos, "You wanna go to the 
library and see the kids?" he sinks deeper into his new life 
in Rochester as everyone's favorite reading buddy, and 
the Abramsons' adopted love bug of six years. 

Amos, a certified Canine Good Citizen, therapy 
dog, and avid book listener, comes to the Plumb Library 
for sessions with young readers eager to practice their 
emerging skills with Amos. The more he likes a book, the 
more he will snuggle into the reader and pass right out 
until the turning of the next page brings his attention back 
to the moment, said Abramson.

Speaker Says Art is Essential 
to Science, Learning

Rochester, Marion and Wareham, Stone's themes of 
nature, animals, and the relationship between symbols in 
the natural world and mankind's creative predisposition 
were on full display. 

The desire to understand and make sense of 
the world around us in ways that are non-lineal isn't 
new, yet this artist has spent his career working towards 
helping young and old alike do just that through visual 
arts, through stories, through a deep understanding and 
appreciation for how children learn. 

Stone describes himself as an educator, 
environmentalist, painter, author, and a mythologist 
who spent several decades traveling the globe studying 
everything from decorative arts to ancient social 
structures. He also kept a focus on the reality that 
mere mortals profoundly impact the environment in 
devastating ways.

those to gain a deeper appreciation for the natural world 
so dependent on human compassionate conservatorship. 

On display were several oil paintings done by 
Stone whose pieces have been hailed for this ''luminous" 
quality as well as for their interpretative themes of 
animals in mythological ways. And that ability to 
transport the viewer from the commonplace to another 
reality - a mythical setting where it is possible to hear the 
whales' opera under the surface of the ocean or see an 
eight-sided star in celestial bodies - is carried over in his 
thoughts on education. 

Stone is a strong proponent for allowing children 
to roam the inner-workings of their creative imaginations, 
to allow all forms of art to flow through science and math 
skill building. 

"You can't do the science if you don't have the art 
piece," Stone declared. 

Stone said, "There is a lot of contemporary 
neuroscience about how we learn visually and through 
stories." He said that today's educational structure that 
emphasizes mainly the four aspects of the acronym 
S.T.E.M. (Science, Technology, Engineering, and Math), 
along with standardized testing, is missing a critical 
element - Art. 

"By cutting out art we have taken away emotion, 
and children's ability to tell stories," said Stone. 

As an educator, artist, and mythologist. 

Stone said, "Art helps us learn." He emphasized that 
educational constructs need to employ the "art voice" 
along with the "science voice." 

"Science without emotion has no story to tell," 
believes Stone. 

On full display was Stone's other passion, one 
he shares with environmentalists around the globe 
- the plight of whale populations and especially the 
endangered right whales. 

Calling humans "two-leggeds," Stone discussed 
the struggle of migrating whales along the eastern 
seaboard where everything from fishing nets to sonar 
pollution have nearly brought the whale population down 
to a low point of no return. He said that today there are 
approximately 400 right whales. The 'no-return' number

is 300, he said. 

''What's going on below?" Stone pondered aloud. 
"We don't do this well as a culture. We need to take a 
holistic viewpoint using intuitive senses." He likened 
humans to ostriches regarding our ability to ignore threats 
all around us and to the animals. 

On this night. Stone's strongest message was a 
simple one, but one he believes is absolutely necessary to 
human development - art. That by giving children a rich 
atmosphere filled with artistic avenues of exploration, not 
only would students thrive, they would excel; and as the 
stewards of this small blue planet they will inherit one 
day, children are the key holders to a world where the 
whales may live in harmony with humankind.

The Spring Salamander 

By George B. Emmons 

There are eleven different species of salamanders 
in Massachusetts that come in as many different colors 
and patterns. The most commonly seen salamander 
around here by hikers on a trail walk is the small Eastern 
newt with 
black dots 
all across 
its body, as 
seen in my 
illustration. 

It has an 
unusual 
three-part 
life cycle that 
begins as a 
fully aquatic 
vertebrate 
with visible 
gills (aquatic 

larvae), and then morphs into the terrestrial bright "eft" 
(juvenile) stage. Then it returns to water as a yellow and 
green adult. 

The "spotted salamander," also illustrated, is 
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brightly-colored and quite common with a dark blue 
body and large yellow spots. It spends most of the 
year hibernating in small underground burrows until 
emerging in spring to travel to vernal pools to breed. 

Most species are poisonous to eat and can exude 
bad-tasting toxic substances when threatened by a 
predator. Salamanders do not have ears and communicate 
only by sensitive touch of skin. They advertise the deadly 
chemical nature of their body by flashing their bright 
unnatural color as a warning. If they should be caught by 
the tail, they also have the ability to quickly shed it and 
later grow a new one. 

Vernal pools are essential to provide a safe 
breeding haven for salamanders, since vernal pools are

temporarily formed by gathering spring rain or melting 
ice and snow in woodland hollows and meadows. 

Since they eventually dry up, they are inaccessible and 
inhospitable to predatory fish. After producing jelly- 
like egg masses on the moist forest floor attached to 
vegetation, parents keep close watch guarding them until 
they hatch. 

Several salamander species are endangered 
through human interference such as global warming and 
encroachment of habitat by commercial and residential 
development The main threat, however, is building well- 
traveled roads across migration routes to vernal pools. 

Courtship begins when the male brightens up his 
colors to attract a female, and then rubbing noses with 
her to ensure compatibility This big gathering in large 
numbers is classified as a ''congress" by naturalists and 
is activated by several consecutive days above 45 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Like the unfolding fiddle-top ferns around their 
wetlands, the salamander has been a symbolic aquatic 
oasis linking this unbroken chain of evolution for millions 
of years. 

After a heavy rain on a balmy night you may 
open your bedtime window to hear the orchestration of 
the tiny wood frog that carries for up to a quarter mile. 
The tempo of the chorus reverberates with the tempo of 
an Earthly heartbeat from the solar pulse and the new life 
brought forth by the season of spring.

Autism: Self-Awareness, Self-Acceptance Part 1 

The Autistic Experience

I was diagnosed at age four and a half with 
pervasive developmental disorder not otherwise specified 
(PDD NOS), one of the four classified autism spectrum 
disorders. My first memory associated with my diagnosis 
is when my mother was yelling for me to hurry up and 
get my shoes on because we needed to rush my brother 
to the hospital after he got into the Sudafed. My mother 
thought I was taking my time on purpose as part of my 
'attitude problem.' Later, after an official diagnosis, my 
mother would often look back on this scene in retrospect 
as how it was probably my learning disability that

sometimes made me move so slowly. 

It was in kindergarten that I became more and 
more aware of my differences. I remember I had trouble 
understanding the teacher's directions, let alone follow 
them. This led me to have to repeat kindergarten, which 
was frustrating and shameful. During my second go at 
kindergarten, I think I became even more aware of my 
differences. I often took longer to complete tasks than 
other students. I would have trouble staying focused 
on discussion topics, even though this time I was a year 
older than everyone else in my class. I cried more often. 

First grade at Arrowhead Elementary School 
everything took a turn for the worse. I felt completely 
alienated from my peers by this time. Arguably worse 
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than their rejection was an outright patronization. My 
self-esteem suffered, and self-apathy took hold. Most 
school days I felt bitter, numb, or both. I remember one 
story time when I wet myself. Most kids would feel 
embarrassed but at that point, I felt so alienated by my 
classmates and teacher that I did not care. 

There was another time in first grade when we 
were working on spelling in pairs and the girl I was 
partnered up with asked me to spell the word "are." As 
a sort of social experiment, I purposely spelled the word 
as "ar." She told me that I was wrong and gave me the 
correct spelling. "Oops!" I shrugged off my "mistake." 
"That's okay, Charlie," said the girl. "You know I actually 
thought you were going to just say 'r.'" I smiled at her 
innocent patronization. 

Second grade was, if anything, worse. Even 
though I was older, I recall having more meltdowns 
as a result of my inability to regulate my sensory and 
emotional responses. I disliked this teacher even more and 
I increasingly resented my peers. As for how I saw myself 
as a "special-ed kid?" I knew my learn disability was the 
reason why I could not read or spell as well as my peers. 
So, while they could spell longer words like "president," 

I was still working on words like "boat" and "light." 

There was also a shelf of color-coded books. A green dot 
book meant it was book at the second grade reading level; 
a yellow dot meant the book was a grade or so below 
the second grade reading level. You'd be correct if you 
guessed that I was reading a yellow dot book. I would 
sometimes get made fun of for this, which would worsen 
my self-esteem and strengthen my bitterness towards my 
peers. There was a small group of us struggling together 
with a special education teacher to reach the level of 
reading, writing, and arithmetic as our classmates. 

By this time, I had also been part of a social 
skills group led by the school's friendly, yet patronizing, 
guidance counselor. I found the social skills group tedious 
and degrading at times, but it was comforting to know 
that I wasn't alone; there were others in the group. I 
wasn't the only one there. 

After my mother and stepfather moved the 
family into his home in Mattapoisett, I changed schools 
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for the better. I often consider Center School to be the 
place where my life and self-image turned around. At this 
time, I was finally able to spell multiple-syllable words 
like ''hammer" and even read chapter books. I remember 
being very excited by these new prospects. Most special 
of all. Center School is the first place that I started 
acquiring a fine collection of friends (as I wished I had 
at Arrowhead Elementary and my old neighborhood). 
Recess was finally fun, and I had play dates with kids my 
own age. 

At this time, teachers' aides accompanied and 
accommodated me for different subjects, and I had speech 
pathologists, occupational therapists, and a physical 
therapist. I don't remember if I had a "social skills group" 
per se, but the speech pathologists kind has served as the 
social rule enforcer, along with my teacher. They made 
many efforts to make sure that other special-ed peers 
could develop friendships. 

Kids at the school were encouraged to act 
friendlier towards each other and especially towards 
students who were a little different. There was an inner 
stirring at that point in my life. I started thinking that 
there were aspects in my life that started to work, and 
I began to view my learning as perhaps maybe less 
advanced than everyone around me, but unique. It was 
something I could sometimes feel almost proud to talk 
about with my peers as sort of an icebreaker. 

All throughout my years at Center and Old 
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Hammondtown Schools, I still had meltdowns, but this 
time I was soothed by much more sympathetic and 
emotionally savvy teachers and paraprofessionals. I don't 
recall my self-image changing drastically until fourth 
grade; I had this "think later talk later box" technique I 
used, writing down things there were on my mind but 
were inappropriate to bring up during class discussion. 
The idea was that if I had something I wanted to talk 
about, I would write it down, put it in the box, and I 
could talk about it in a later point in class. After a couple 
months, I realized I was the only one with a "think later 
talk later box," and this time instead of making me feel 
"special," I felt weird and insecure. My teacher asked me 
if I still wanted to use the box, I said, "No thank you." She 
threw it in the trash. 

Also around this time, I started getting 
uncomfortable with the way my peers displayed an over¬ 
eagerness to try to help me. The thing is that, in my mind, 
getting help from an adult was normal, but when people 
my own age were constantly offering unsolicited advice 
to me, it felt overbearing and made me feel insecure. I 
remember having a small meltdown over it once. 

Fifth grade was one of my peak years. I had the 
most friends and the busiest social life I had ever had. 

Life seemed for the most part pretty good. But things got 
confusing for me during the holiday break while I was 
staying at my biological father's house. 

My father introduced me to one of my step 
cousins who is Autistic. I believe this young man was 
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nonverbal, but I don't clearly recall. My father and 
stepmother explained how he would likely always be like 
this and how his behavior would never really improve. 

I remember making the idealistic assumption that, with 
enough loving support, he could change. (For the record, 

I don't think 11-year-old me was suggesting that this 
young man would ever stop being "Autistic," only that he 
could be taught and learn to interact with others in more 
productive manner.) Nonetheless, my father and others 
rejected my optimism and I shrugged it off. I still wonder 
about this. Perhaps only the young man knows for sure. 

I found it odd that my father started comparing 
me to my step cousin, being as how he was viewed as 
Autistic and how unbeknownst to me, I was considered 
as being perhaps "a little Autistic," which made no sense 
to me. What part of me was Autistic? Just how Autistic 
was I? How come I wasn't aware of this before? Until this 
point, my deepest understanding of myself was that I was 
a kid with a learning disability struggling with reading, 
writing, math, and social skills. 

I returned home from the holiday break at my 
father's and told my mom what my father had said. She 
angrily rejected his opinion on the matter. "You have a 
learning disability, but you are not Autistic! Your father 
does not know what he's talking about!" 

Now, as this was her ex-husband, strong 
exclamations of disagreement with him were quite 
common coming from her. Of course, this exchange did 
nothing to help clear up my confusion. After holiday 
break, I remember crying at my locker because my dad 
said I was Autistic (or claimed that I was Autistic), which 
I perceived was something quite bad. 

This was the beginning of my journey of self¬ 
understanding, self-awareness, and after some time, 
ultimate self-acceptance as an Autistic individual. 

SRPEDD To Study Route 6 Corridor

Anyone who has ever traveled along Route 
6 knows it's a road from another era. Once the main 
highway that carried vacationers from points south and 
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west to Cape Cod, many parts of this state roadway now 
run through economically depressed sections of cities 
and towns, while others intersect the very hearts of vital 
communities. 

New retail congestion in many locations adds to 
the travel flow issues, and intersections more dangerous 
to pedestrians, posted traveling speeds too high, 
insufficient lighting, and maintenance are all issues faced 
by those who live near Route 6 or those who use it to get 
from Point A to Point B. 

Now the Southeastern Regional Planning and 
Economic Development District is poised to study Route 6 
from Route 240 in Fairhaven to Main Street in Wareham. 

Marion had reached out to SRPEDD for assistance 
with Route 6 issues as they completed their Master Plan. 
That impetus, along with the Massachusetts Department 
of Transportation seeking assistance in this matter, will 
result in a phased study. 

While the study will look at the roadway itself, 
it will also shed light on surrounding land resources. 
SRPEDD's team will delve into key areas such as 
"village style" development, mixed-used commercial 
development, and opportunities to develop a greater 
variety of housing types. 

The prepared notification from SRPEDD dated 
January 2018 and circulated at the April 10 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen notes, "...SRPEDD staff 
have continually heard that Route 6 was inaccessible to 
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bicyclists and pedestrians, the intersections were difficult 
to navigate, and the corridor essentially separated the 
north side of town from the village area to the south." 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said, "This 
is very exciting." He said that in conversations with the 
police and fire departments safety issues along Route 
6 were a constant theme. Gagne said that he is often 
approached by residents who echo their concerns about 
the safety of Route 6. He thanked Representative William 
Straus for helping to shepherd the project into reality. 

The first phase of the study will collect data on 
such topics as intersection geometries, signaling, freight 
and truck movement, crash data, land use, and bicycling 
and pedestrian infrastructure assessments. 
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Also during the meeting, selectmen re-opened the 
public hearing on the matter of licensure of aquaculture 
fields held by Taylor Cultured Seafood, Inc. At the 
previous meeting, Guy Rossi and Zach Sun, owners/ 
operators of the 100-acre site, said they were surrendering 
the license. They were advised to provide a letter from 
their corporation demonstrating that a vote had been 
taken to relinquish the license and were to have returned 
that letter before the April 10 meeting. 

Failing that, the selectmen moved to revoke the 

license. 

Taylor Seafood and its various owners had 
held the license since 1988, but more recently had not 
appropriately maintained or cultivated the sites. 

Mattapoisett currently has three smaller active 
aquaculture licenses located in Brandt Cove and 
Nasketucket Bay. 

Gagne reminded the public that the Annual Town 
Meeting is scheduled for May 14, and that Article 1 will be 
the citizen's petition seeking to ban recreational marijuana 
sales in Mattapoisett. 

Selectmen Tyler Macallister urged the public to 
participate in local government, exercising their right to 
vote in elections and to participate in town meetings. He 
said the selectmen need to hear "your voice." 

Gagne said that on April 21 in Plymouth at the 
DPW station located at 169 Camelot Drive there would 
be a household hazardous waste collection day from 
9:00 am to 1:00 pm. He also said he would look into 
costs associated with holding such an event closer to 
home, possibly in partnership with Rochester, Marion, or 
Wareham. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for April 24 at 6:30 pm in the town 
hall conference room. 

B&B is 'Inn' and Out of ZBA 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Even the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
was surprised by how swiftly it managed to clear three 
applications from the agenda on April 5 in just one 
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meeting. Two of those applications were approved, but 
not everyone left the meeting satisfied; one applicant 
withdrew her application, and one ZBA member opposed 
the board's one-meeting decisions. 

Constance Dolan of 9 Beach Street was denied a 
building permit for a one-car garage that wouldn't meet 
the 15-foot side setback by 2 feet, 9 inches according to the 
Building Department, and 1 foot, 8 inches according to 
Dolan's engineer. 

Building Commissioner Scott Shippey insisted 
Dolan required a Variance in addition to the Special 
Permit (although in its recommendation the Planning 
Board said only a Variance was required), which 
discouraged Dolan because a Variance requires a three¬ 
pronged approach to approval - demonstration of 
financial hardship, topography unique to the property, 
and non-detrimental to the neighborhood. 

Dolan was visibly puzzled, pointing out that she 
and only one other neighbor did not have garages on their 
non-conforming lots, saying that one neighbor's is only a 
10-foot setback, "And that's a relatively new garage," she 
added. 

No neighbors openly opposed the garage, one 
neighbor attended in support, and Dolan submitted two 
letters of support from neighbors. Still, as ZBA member 
Tad Wollenhaupt insisted, "Show us your hardships ... I 
don't think there's [one].... You need a Variance; I don't 
see any way to get around this." 
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Members Betsy Dunn and Michelle Smith recalled 
having granted one or more Variances in the past without 
hardship, with Dunn adding, ''We decided it was not 
more detrimental to the neighborhood." 

Dolan said her abutter "would love to have a 
buffer between us, which would give us a little more 
privacy." 

But still, her application was for a Special Permit 
only, missing one for a Variance, so in his memo to the 
board Shippey recommended Dolan withdraw without 
prejudice and re-file. 

"I don't see this as a huge deal... myself," 
Wollenhaupt said, but he couldn't proceed any further 
because the application was incomplete. 

"I don't know how I'm supposed to fill out the 
Variance [application] with the [hardship] criteria that's 
listed there," said a concerned Dolan. 

The board accepted the withdrawal without 
prejudice, and voted to waive the filing fee. 

In other matters, Jean and George Linzee received 
a Special Permit to continue to operate 460 Front Street as 
a bed and breakfast without much fuss. 

The matter was first vetted by the board in 2016 
with the previous owners, with ZBA Chairman Marc 
LeBlanc sounding ominous when he said, "The wounds 
are still fresh on this one." 

Nonetheless, the Linzees, who retired and moved 
to Marion from Long Island to reunite with Mr. Linzee's 


92-year-old mother from the Buzzards Bay area, charmed 
the ZBA with their anecdotes on history and their 
intended involvement with the Marion community and an 
open invitation to the board to an imminent open house at 
the inn. 

"It's always nice to have new neighbors who want 
to continue the look of the town and the history," said 
LeBlanc. 

ZBA member Kate Mahoney preferred to continue 
the hearing in order to review the last case, of which the 
board did not have a copy in front of them. 

"I want to read what the previous decision was, 
and maybe I will have questions," Mahoney said. "I want 
to investigate further." 

But the rest of the board was prepared to close the 
public hearing, and no one seconded Mahoney's motion 
to continue the hearing. 

Adhering to the prior owners' Special Permit 
conditions, the Linzees are limited to three bedrooms for 
rent, and they must give written notice to the Town when 
renting the entire house to one guest. 

Mahoney abstained from the vote. 

Also during the meeting, Cathy Alves of 2 
Washburn Park Road received a Special Permit to 
continue the two-family use of the property she co-owns 
with her daughter. 

Mahoney also objected to making a decision in 
one night for this case, saying, "I think we should, in the 
majority of cases, take two weeks and vote on it the next 
time. I just think the mistakes that we made, and there 
have been mistakes ... and to me it's because we acted 
very quickly." 

Dunn agreed that deciding on cases that same 
night is, in fact, rare for the board and acknowledged that, 
yes, mistakes have been made in the past. 

"To your point, Kate," said LeBlanc, "This isn't 
a new [multi-family] unit." LeBlanc felt the case was 
relatively simple due to its pre-existence and no changes 
were requested. 

"If there was change, Td be a hundred percent on 
board," Wollenhaupt told Mahoney, but with no changes - 
"...Get the dockets off the board." 
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The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for April 19 at 7:30 pm at the 
Marion Town House. 

Rochester Braces for Even More Solar 

Rochester Planning Board

More Rochester residents may soon find their 
newest neighbors may be solar panels over the coming 
months. 

Town Planner Steve Starred said on April 10 that 
there have been seven new large-scale solar farm inquiries 
made to his office, with at least three of them expected to 
file for Site Plan Review within the next couple of months. 

Two of those proposed solar farm projects come 
from two developers currently permitted for solar projects 
in Rochester: Borrego Solar Systems and Clean Energy 
Collective. 

Rochester already has six permitted large-scale 
solar farm projects either built or under construction. 

During a follow-up. Starred was only allowed 
to give minimal information about the proposed solar 
projects, omitting specific property sites for the time being 
until official property rights have been granted. 

Starrett commented that with the seven new 
inquiries, he has officially had to upgrade to a larger 
binder in order to fit in enough tabs to keep the potential 
solar projects organized. 

Rochester Planning Board Chairman Arnie 
Johnson commented that several amendments to 
the Town's solar bylaw have been drafted, and these 
amendments will be presented during a public hearing 
coming up before a vote at the Annual Town Meeting on 
May 21. One proposed amendment includes a 300-foot 
buffer from any public way, which is 300 feet farther than 
the current zero-foot buffer in place now. 

The Wanderer will report further on solar 
developments as information becomes available. 

Also during the meeting, Johnson mentioned he 
had received a complaint from Wellspring Farm abutter 
Cathy Mendoza on Hiller Road, with a photo of a bus 
parked on the road, not only in violation of the terms 
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of the board's decision, but also the town's ordinance 
against on-street parking. 

"I did get in touch with [Police Chief Paul 
Magee] and asked if he would send a cruiser by ... in the 
timeframe the van was there," said Johnson. "We're going 
to continue to monitor the situation." 

Johnson said he received another complaint 
that day from Mendoza, this one about a client making 
what Mendoza considered excessive noise. Johnson said 
he referred this matter to town counsel and the Zoning 
Board of Appeals to address. 

In response, board member Gary Florindo stated, 
"To go and invent the perfect world - that's not gonna 
happen because there's always gonna be something that 
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bothers someone." 

In other matters, the board held an informal 
discussion with Repurpose Properties, LLC, the 
developer of a proposed 55+ housing development in 
the undeveloped property beside Plumb Corner on 
Rounseville Road. There are 44 units planned for the new 
neighborhood, designed after The Pines project in town 
with the board's decision kept in mind. 

Some issues with stormwater still exist, and 
details surrounding proposed cul-de-sacs and the project 
will require Conservation Commission approval, but the 
project has evolved since the developer's first encounter 
with the Planning Board last year. 

"Well, this certainly looks a lot better than what 
you initially came to us with," said Johnson. 

Repurpose Properties will now submit its 
application and move forward with the Site Plan Review 
process over the coming weeks. 

In other news, the board gave its final Site Plan 
Review approval for Clean Energy Collective's large-scale 
solar farm slated for 248 Mattapoisett Road. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for April 24 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Council on Aging on Dexter Lane. 

All is Well for Fairhaven Well Request 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

Commission members on this night included 
Chapman Dickerson, John Jacobsen, Chris Nicolosi, and 
Chairman Mike King. 

The Town of Fairhaven Board of Public Works, 
for property located at 29 Tinkham Lane in Mattapoisett 
and represented by Allison Shivers of Tata and Howard, 
Inc., came before the commission with a RDA for the 
construction of a new freshwater well. Fairhaven's 
primary source for freshwater resources is located within 
the town boundaries of Mattapoisett. 

Shivers said the well would be approximately 36- 
feet by 40-feet with an 18-foot by 24-foot gravel patch. She 
also said there would be limited clearing and very little 
fill brought onto the site. Shivers concluded her comments 
by adding that the project would not negatively affect 
wildlife habitat. The filing received a Negative 3 
determination with King saying, ''Yeah, let's get some 
good drinking water." 

Coming before the commission was Neil Oliveira 
of 4 Ocean Breeze Lane represented by Prime Engineering 
with a Request for Determination of Applicability for the 
construction of a 36-foot by 16-foot in-ground swimming 
pool surrounded by stone pavers. The project was 
described as being some 75 feet away from delineated 
wetlands but situated within the 100-foot buffer zone. 

A note from Conservation Agent Elizabeth Leidhold 
indicated that the project as proposed would have no 
negative impact on wildlife habitat. The project received a 
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Negative 3 determination (no Notice of Intent required). 

Continued until April 23 was a Notice of Intent 
filed by Stingray City Realty Corp., William Bachant, for 
property owned by Rahim Aghai Revocable Trust for a 
proposed three-lot subdivision planned off Marion Road. 

Before closing the public meeting. King 
commented on questions the office had received pursuant 
to agenda items for executive sessions dealing with 
litigation between Daniel Craig of Seabreeze Lane and 
the Town of Mattapoisett. He said that to the best of his 
knowledge, the matter was nearing agreement between 
the two parties and that for at least five months the 
Conservation Commission had not taken up the matter 
in executive session. King also clarified that the litigation 
had not been between the commission and the Craigs, but 
was instead between the Town and the Craigs. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for April 23 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 

Marion Likes Shelter Regionalization Idea

According to officials in Marion, the impromptu 
emergency shelter that Marion and Mattapoisett opened 
at Old Rochester Regional High School during the March 
13 storm worked out quite well, kicking off a conversation 
amongst the Marion Board of Health, Marion Public 
Health Nurse, and Marion Police Chief on April 10 about 
coordinating with their neighbors in regionalizing the 
shelter. 

Marion Police Chief John Garcia told the board 
that Marion and Mattapoisett combined their shelters 
''out of necessity," saying, "It wasn't something that was 
done out of a plan." 

Garcia said that a telephone pole broke, which 
then blocked access to the rear of Sippican School, 
Marion's designated emergency shelter. 

"We were concerned for the safety of people 
coming through," Garcia said. "It was done on the fly out 
of necessity. We intended on opening it up at Sippican 
School." 
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Marion Public Health Nurse Kathleen Downey 
pointed out some of the benefits of having the shelter at 
ORR, especially with staffing as a result of combining the 
two towns' workers and volunteers. People who used the 
shelter appreciated having the library in which to pass the 
time, Downey said, and in longer-term shelter scenarios, 
the presence of the showers at ORR would be ideal. 

Garcia said a regional shelter would be less taxing 
on Marion and Mattapoisett volunteers and personnel, as 
the two towns would be able to cover more ground and 
longer periods of time with more people between them, 
especially since on that night Mattapoisett was short on 
human resources. 

There were some minor drawbacks, though, like 
the longer hike for senior citizens to get to the restrooms, 
and some aspects of communication were weak. Downey 
said at one point a post was circulating on Facebook 
saying the shelter would be closing at 6:00 pm, which 
neither police chief had announced. 

This was only the beginning of the conversation, 
said Garcia, as other entities of the Town of Mattapoisett 
would need to be involved, but Garcia said that during 
a meeting last Friday with the police chiefs from 
Mattapoisett, Fairhaven, and soon-to-be Rochester Chief 
Robert Small, the chiefs considered it as an option worthy 
of exploration, as opposed to four separate shelters staffed 
and using up resources with maybe only three to five 
residents in need. 
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''That discussion has been started," Garcia stated. 
"It's just going to take some time to sit down with the 
other chiefs to see what we can work out," he said, adding 
that local boards of health would also be involved. 

Downey did mention that she had heard 
some "pushback" coming from Mattapoisett about the 
combining of the two shelters that night, although the 
decision was mutual between the two police chiefs. 

Downey added that she found the school district 
- in Marion and Old Rochester Regional - especially 
supportive this year during the active storm season. 

"They were just stupendous," said Downey. At 
ORR, she said, "We had meals ... when we got up to Old 
Rochester there was coffee and soup and munchies for 
people to have through the night." 

Garcia agreed, saying, "They've been very, 
very accommodating. I can't say enough about the 
cooperation..." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of Health 
is scheduled for April 24 at 4:30 pm at the Marion Town 
House. 

Another 'Every 15 Minutes' Reaches ORR Students 

ORR Update

If you had dropped a pin in the auditorium 
during this year's senior assembly "Every 15 Minutes," it 
would be heard by everyone in the room. 

Old Rochester Regional High School holds this 
annual program to bring awareness to the statistic that 
'someone dies every 15 minutes due to drunk driving.' 

Twelfth graders faced the facts of driving under 
the influence through the role-playing done by their peers 
and teachers and the actual stories told by those who 
intimitely understand the impact drunk driving has had 
on their lives. 

"I think it's a good program," said senior Michael 
Sivvianakis, who put together a video that was featured 
during the event. "It was very informative, and it was 
nice to hear people talk about real life experiences; I hope 
it was eye-opening to students who might feel like they're 
invincible." 

Shanice DaSilva was the main organizer behind 
this year's Every 15 Minutes. DaSilva graduated from 
ORRHS in 2011 and is currently interning in the school's 
guidance department for her Master's degree. 

"My freshman year of college, my friends and 
I were coming back from a New Year's party in Boston. 

We thought it would be okay to drive because we were 
sober," DaSilva said, explaining the personal importance 
of the awareness event. "We got hit by a drunk driver. It 
was a bad rear-end, the car was totaled, but we were all 
alive. I had to go to a chiropractor three times a week for 
the rest of my freshman year because of the whiplash to 
my back. When I had the chance to come back here as 
an intern and do a forty-hour project, Ms. Perry offered 
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Every 15 Minutes to me." 

The previous day, senior students had spent an 
hour in groups watching a drunk driving awareness 
video. Officers from the Mattapoisett Police Department 
led discussions afterwards. 

"If you're at a party ... we just want you to get 
home safely. I'm not saying you won't be charged.... 

When we have you do breathalyzers, we're not trying to 
put you on the spot. We just want you to get home safely." 

Officers offered legal perspectives to think from 
as well. "How much debt do you think being charged is 
going to cost? If he gets a fine, his insurance is going to 
go through the roof! If you're a junior operator (under 21) 
and get in a car accident, your parents can get sued. And, 
if you're a 'JO' and get stopped, you can lose your license 
too." 

Along with this, the entire school bore witness 
to one of the traditional aspects of Every 15 Minutes. 
Throughout the school day, select students were chosen 
by the Grim Reaper during their classes and dressed in 
black robes for the remainder of the day. These silent 
ghosts were "seen and not heard" just like killed victims 
in drunk driving accidents. 

"I was really emotional the whole time because 
[dying in an accident] really can happen to anyone, and 
if you're not careful then it can have a big impact on the 
lives around you," said Madisen Martin, one of the 15 
ghost students. "People came up to me afterwards and 
said they were sad I had died and they couldn't talk 
to me. My mom was heartbroken to even think of the 
possibility of me dying." 

These students continued their ghostly roles the 
next day during a senior assembly in the auditorium. A 
video put together by Sivvianakis portrayed a potential 
situation that could lead to a fatal DUI accident. 

"Jack Sollauer, Bryce Miedzionoski, Jason 
Gamache and the other students went out during their 
free time on Good Friday to film party and crash scenes," 
Sivvianakis explained. "I pieced together footage from 
those shoots and then added in all of the ghost scenes to 
create the final product the night before the assembly." 

"I played the drunk driver part," Sollauer 
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commented. "In the movie, I blacked out when driving 
and killed my friends Bryce and Jason. Ms. Perry and I 
wrote an apology letter that I read at the presentation. It 
was depressing, but it had a big impact on me. I realized 
how dangerous it really is, so I'm never going to text or 
drink and drive. The program was really worth doing." 

"In addition to Jack's apology letter, I gave the 
other students the option of writing an obituary, a letter 
to the driver, a goodbye letter to community or a letter to 
their parents," DaSilva further explained. "What they said 
all came from them." 

The assembly also hosted familiar speakers who 
have been directly affected by drunk driving accidents. 
Jeannette Raposa, one of the school's math teachers, told

the story of her daughter Jessica. Jessica was only weeks 
away from her 21st birthday when she died in Fairhaven 
while driving under the influence in 2005. 

"'Jessica said, 'Gosh Mom, relax! It's not like 
I'm going to die!' And that was the last time I saw her," 
Raposa said during her speech to the silent students. 

History teacher and basketball coach Steve 
Carvalho also spoke about a fatal crash that happened 
on the night of his high school graduation in 1981. One 
student was killed, one was paralyzed, and two escaped 
with only minor injuries. He also talked about another 
accident on the s-curves in Marion that killed two 
students, all leading to his grade being nicknamed the 
'Cursed Class of 1981.' 

"I hope to have had a serious impact on the 
student body with a devastating story and my graduation 
night that really shattered families," Carvalho said. "The 
fact that it had such a local, Tri-Town feel to it - that the 
stories I told were accidents in two out of the three towns 
on roads that kids know -1 think it had more of an effect 
on the kids. Decisions can be fateful." 

"When I was a student here, Mr. Carvalho and 
Ms. Raposa were the speakers at my class' Every 15 
Minutes," said DaSilva. "Mr. Carvalho's story is from a 
student perspective, and it really resonated with me and 
my friends at the time because we were all athletes and 
that's where his story came from. Ms. Raposa's story 
about her daughter meant a lot to me because I went to 
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Providence College and knew the club she had gone to 
that night, so it was all about places I knew and had been 
to and how close it all was to me."

Animal Advice 


Jay Gould, DVM 


I'm confused about rabies vaccines for my dog and cat. 1 
hear about 1,2 and 3 year vaccines. Whats the deal? 

Talk to your vet about the the specifics of their 
wellness programs, but the Massachusetts law 
requires that dogs and cats be vaccinated for rabies 
by 6 months of age. A booster shot should follow in 9 
to 12 months. The second shot is good for three years 
assuming that the vaccine is licensed for 3 years. If 
the second shot is even a day late over the 12 month 
period the vaccine is automatically only legal for 1 
year. So don't delay after getting a reminder card 
saying your pet is overdue for shots. 

The same law applies to cats but some people prefer 1 
year rabies shot in cats as a 3 year vaccines contain a 
substance that can cause cancer at the vaccination site 
in a very small percentage of cats. Again, talk to your 
vet about your preferences.

is one of the oldest towns in the United States, and 
the Sippican Historical Society maintains an extensive 
collection of documentation on its historic buildings. The 
Sippican Historical Society will preview one building a 
week so that the residents of Marion can understand more 
about its unique historical architecture. This installment 
features 164 Front Street. 

Constructed of red brick with terra cotta and 
rock-faced brownstone trim, the Queen Anne-style 
Music Hall at 164 Front Street was designed by Boston 
architect William Gibbons Preston in 1891 and paid for 
by Elizabeth Pitcher Taber, who gave the building to the 
Town of Marion. A Soldier's Monument made of cast iron 
is situated in front of the Music Hall. It was dedicated in 
1894 as a tribute to local citizens who lost their lives in 
the American Revolution, the War of 1812, and the Civil 
War. The monument lists the battles in which Marion 
soldiers bravely served: Fort Fisher, Gettysburg, Cedar 
Creek and Lexington. An inscription reads: "Marion erects 
this monument to the Brave Defenders of the Union in 
Grateful Remembrance of their Valor and Devotion."

Tabor Girls Experience STEM in action in NYC 

A group of six Tabor Academy girls was selected 
through an application process to attend the GAINS 
Conference (Girls Advancing in STEM) in New York 
City last week. Topics over the three-day event included 
science, math, engineering, and technology and how these 
fields interconnect for innovation. 

Three seniors and three juniors along with 
faculty Mackenzie Chaput and CK Kennedy enjoyed the 
excitement of the city and exposure to cutting-edge ideas. 
They also interacted with many women in the field and 
learned how women are participating and leading in 
these fields today. 

The group met with women executives from Rent 
the Runway, Spoon University and Mented and enjoyed 
experiencing new technologies through interactive 
games and augmented reality. They learned first hand 
from entrepreneurs the challenges and joys of starting a 
company and how important it is to surround yourself 
with the right people who will motivate and challenge 
you as a leader. They took tours across the city to see 
innovation first hand. Examples included tours of the 
Central Park Zoo, the NYU MakerSpace, a Computer- 
aided Drug Design lab, and a Science History Walking 
Tour. In their blog, the students remarked, ''The walking 
tour allowed us to get a feel for the history behind New 
York City and the way science played into everyday life. 
During the Central Park Zoo tour, students got to follow 
zookeepers around their daily routine and ask about their 
personal experience working with animals. Our favorite 
part of the day was the tour of the NYU Biomolecular and 
Chemical Engineering lab in which we were shown the 
research students were working on at the time.

Phantom Thread, Starring Daniel Day-Lewis and Vicky 
Krieps. Directed by Paul Thomas Anderson. Running 
time: 130 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Out this week on 
home video. 

Paul Thomas Anderson's Phantom Thread is a sort 
of upper-class pornography — without sex or nudity, 
though; it's fashion porn and, secondarily, food porn. The 
camera lavishes its fixation on close-ups of threads, lace, 
mushrooms, pastries. The people onscreen focus on what 
goes into and onto the body, the better to avoid thinking 
about the body itself. The protagonist, esteemed fashion 
designer Reynolds Woodcock (Daniel Day-Lewis), sur¬ 
rounds himself with women but seems interested in them 
only as walls on which to hang his art, or assistants in 
making his art. He has successfully created an elegant 
bubble in which his various servants perpetuate his lock- 
step routines and he gets to play the difficult, complicated 
genius. 

The hero of Phantom Thread is not Reynolds, or 
even his enabling sister and business partner Cyril (Les¬ 
ley Manville); it's Alma Elsen (Vicky Krieps), a waitress 
drawn into Reynolds' sphere after Reynolds has discard¬ 
ed his latest muse / lover and is possibly on the lookout 
for another. Alma, however, as we gradually learn, is not 
interested in being the typical muse, the victim, the mar¬ 
tyr to a man's greatness. She insists on her own humanity, 
perhaps because she understands Reynolds' humanity 
more than most do. If Reynolds is meant in any way as an 
avatar for Anderson, Phantom Thread is the idiosyncratic 
and ambitious filmmaker's self-satire. The character of 
Reynolds, though, at least on paper, feels a bit warmed- 
over — we've seen this rigid mad genius before. 

What Anderson and Day-Lewis bring to him is a 
kind of sneaky dark libido, acted on, if not sexually, then 
in a thousand sublimated ways. He dominates as surely 
as does a Dom/ me in BDSM play. In that respect. Phantom 
Thread follows from Anderson's 2012 Hegelian reverie The 
Master; in both, the student, as they tirelessly say, becomes 
the master. Here, though, we get a rich aroma of a gothic 
stew — a good deal of talk about ghosts, literal and meta¬ 
phorical; the turn two-thirds of the way through into the 
overt macabre; the title itself, which seems to refer to the 



invisible string connecting us all but could also signify the 
unseen messages Reynolds stashes in the linings of each 
dress. 

Phantom Thread, shown in some theaters in co¬ 
lossal 70mm, harks back to the super-extra blockbuster 
dramas of the '50s, the ones shot in creamy Technicolor 
and drenched in repressed flop sweat. The dynamic be¬ 
tween Reynolds and Cyril, and between him and the 
various muses he wishes to control, carries a faint whiff 
of Vertigo. As in other recent Anderson films, the mood is 
sexually impacted and obstinately uncanny. It could also 
be adapted to the stage with little trouble — I think a day¬ 
dream near the end is the only exterior shot in the movie 
— yet fluently speaks the language of pure cinema. Even 
if Anderson has moved on from Altman and Scorsese to 
Hitchcock and Ophuls, he seems slowly to be irising in on 
the essence of whatever overstory he wants his career to 
tell — getting closer to whatever he's been getting at for 
twenty-odd years. 

Reynolds has a preoccupation with his dead 
mother, from whom he learned his trade, but the movie 
doesn't suggest that he's resurrecting Mom over and over 
every time he sculpts the perfect dress to bring out any 
woman's beauty. Rather, his ego seems to want to dis¬ 
place the importance of his mother, leaving footprints that 
dwarf hers, while dismissing his father entirely (his only 
meaningful exchange with a male in the whole movie is 
a couple of disdainful shots at a young doctor). The psy¬ 
chology is tangled and doesn't always track smoothly, 
but aesthetically it's usually surprising and entertaining. I 
think if you don't hold the movie's pompous style against 
it — if you accept its style as part of the movie's oblique 
point about creativity — Phantom Thread is Anderson's 
most satisfying whatsit yet about the beasts red in tooth 
and claw beneath the politesse of what is amusingly 
called society.

Sippican School Teacher to 
Run Boston Marathon 

Nicole Boussy from Sippican School will be lacing 
up her sneakers on April 16 in Boston for the run of her 
life. 

Boussy will join 44 other runners from 4 countries 
and 21 different American states in the 122nd Boston 
Marathon for charity team 261 Fearless, a global running 
organization for women. 261 Fearless.org is a relatively 
new nonprofit organization benefitting women's running 
initiatives from legendary marathoner, Kathrine Switzer. 

In 1967, Switzer became the first registered 
women to compete in the Boston Marathon. At that time, 
the race was considered a male-only event, but, using her 
initials, Switzer managed to obtain an official bib. No. 

261. Mid-stride in the competition, an angry race director 


leapt from the press truck and attempted to pull Switzer 
from the race without success. Switzer got to the finish 
and changed running forever. The photo of the incident 
became one of Time-Life's "100 Photos That Changed the 
World." 

"Switzer not only broke the glass starting line," 
says Boussy, "But she continued to champion the cause 
of women's running for the next fifty years. 261 Fearless 
- a global women's running network - is the result. This 
nonprofit organization uses running to empower women 
nationally and internationally. That's why I'm running for 
261 Fearless." 

"It is a joy to support women like Nicole in 
the 122nd Boston Marathon," said Switzer. "What was 
a dramatic incident fifty years ago became instead a 
defining moment for me and women runners like Nicole. 
The result is nothing less than a social revolution; there 
are now more women runners in the United States 
than men, and these women are both fearless and 
compassionate, wanting to help other women around the 
world achieve their goals. Because of women like Nicole, 
261 Fearless will be able to spread our message globally." 

"I know I have hard work ahead of me," 
confesses Boussy, who runs before commuting from 
the South Shore to Marion and during her lunch 
break. She says she's also trying to raise $7,500 for 261 
Fearless. "With the money we raise, 261 Fearless is 
able to help establish social running Clubs and create 
coaches' education and communication programs, in our 
community, communities all over the United States and 
beyond," enthused Boussy. "We aim to bring women 
together globally and help them discover with joy the 
healthy benefit of being active. This is a wonderful way to 
continue to give back and support other women long after 
the Boston Marathon. Every woman out there deserves a 
chance to experience the wellbeing factors of running." 

Despite an inauspicious beginning, the Boston 
Athletic Association (BAA) early on realized the 
seriousness of women's desire to participate and the 
potential of their endurance. In 1972, five years after the 
'Switzer Incident,' the BAA welcomed women as official 
competitors, becoming the first major marathon to do so.
